Residents say signatures were forged on petitions 


After hearing from outraged 
citizens who said their names had 
been forged on DetRo Recovery 
petitions, City Council last Tuesday 
has asked for “a full scale inves- 
tigation” to learn the person or per- 
sons involved in the forgeries. 

Earlier this month DetRo offi- 
cials submitted petitions to Council 
urging it ‘‘...to discontinue all legal 
action in opposition to DetRo Re- 
covery Products...” 

DetRo has proposed to build a 
compost plant in the city, just east 

Battle of 
budget 
heats up 

Patsy Cantrell, Romulus’ finance 
director, may have second thoughts 
the next time she offers City Council 
a summary of a proposed city 
budget. 

Ms. Cantrell stirred a heated de- 
bate over her 3-page snyopsis of 
the 1982-83 proposed budget during 
the Public Hearing phase of the 
budget. 

Mayor William Oakley’s recom- 
mended budget was aired last Tues- 
day and it took more than V/ 2 hours 
of debate before council was satis- 
fied that the Cantrell summary 
didn’t violate any provisions of the 
charter. 

“I think there was some confu- 
sion between the budgetary process 
and the spending process,” Ms. 
Cantrell later said. ‘‘I believe that 
there were some concerns by some 
members of council that the 
Appropriations’ Act was in 
conflict with the City Charter, spe- 
cifically Section 9.5.” 

Ms. Cantrell said that some coun- 
cilmen beleived that the summary 
she offered would allow the mayor 
to spend money without council au- 
thority. ‘‘But, in reality, that is not 
true. The mayor can spend but $750 
without council approval. 

‘Anything above that, must go 
through prescribed governmental 
channels,” she said. 

Mayor Oakley is recommending 
a $6,292,221 general operating 
budget. He has until July 1 to re- 
ceive council approval. The budget 
also contains several modest salary 
increases for department heads 
and a slight decrease — one mill — 
in the millage rate. The 1981-82 fi- 
gures show that the city levied 10.0 
for general operating, 1.85 for wa- 
ter/sewer debt retirement; .4 for 
PCHA (Peoples Community Hos- 
pital Authority which totaled 12.25. 

However, for the 1982-83 fiscal 
year, Mayor Oakley is asking 9.2 
mills for general operating; .4 for 
PCHA, .7 for sanitiation which com- 
es out to 10.3 mills. 

Mayor Oakely had earlier stated 
that “We are in position to take this 
action this year only because we 
have worked hard in hte past few

of the City Hall, but the project has 
wound up in court. City officials be- 
lieve that the project would cause 
health and safety problems for the 
residents. 

Petitions were presented by Har- 
ry Nelson, who was promised 
employment by DetRo offi- 
cials. Nelson submitted the 2,000 
signatures to the city on May 11. 
The petitions were found to be faul- 
ty because the name of the circula- 
tor was not on’ them. There were 
also names of non-residents and 


teenagers who are not eligible to 
vote. 

But what triggered outrage by re- 
sidents and council was the fact that 
there weee forged signatures on the 
petitions. One such name was that 
of Peter Wayne Silveri, former 
Romulus resident who presently 
lives in Van Buren. 

Silveri said that his name was 
‘‘definitely forged on one of the peti- 
tions.” 

‘‘My name is Pete Silveri,” Sil- 
veri told Council. “I’m currently a 
resident of Van Buren Township. I 


also have been for the past nine 
years a teacher in Romulus. I lived 
inRomulus for eight years. 

“And, as a teacher, I also take my 
responsibilities quite seriously. 
Therefore, you can image my shock 
and outrage when I started to get 
calls from people asking me why 
my name was on a petition support- 
ing the DetRo project. 

“Let me say here and now that I 
didn’t sign my name on that peti- 
tion. It is a forgery.” 

Also outraged was John Percy, a

Police to hold ‘Open House’ 


Amidst the controversy of the 
Wayne County Board of Commis- 
sioners and Sheriff William Lucas’ 
right to maintain his patrols was 
born the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment last year. 

The Commissioners won a court 
battle, forcing Lucas to disband the 
patrols which were providing ser- 
vice to Romulus and Huron 
Township. 

A year later, Romulus police de- 
partment is in operation and doing 
Fine. In commemoration of that his- 
toric day, Police Chief Donald R. 
Flood announced this week that his 
department would host an “Open 
House.” 

“I’m proud of our staff and the 
work they have performed for the 
city,” Chief Flood said. “It isn’t 


often that you can put together a 
group of dedicated men as fast as 
we were expected to do and accom- 
plish what we have in such a short 
time span.” 

To mark the occasion, Mayor Wil- 
liam M. Oakley sent a congratula- 
tory letter praising Chief Flood and 
the department. In the latter the 
mayor stated, in part: 

“As you will recall, it was a little 
over a year ago that the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners 
made the final decision to discon- 
tinue providing contractual law en- 
forcement services to the City of 
Romulus. 

“As a result of that action, the 
city began the very important, 
albeit time consuming task of de- 
veloping a professional, competent 


police department. 

‘ ‘We are very proud to say that we 
have made great strides in the past 
twelve months. We have operating 
today a properly equipped and pro- 
fessionally staffed law enforcement 
agency in our city, responding only 
to our city. 

“We are marking the occasion of 
the First anniversary of the exist- 
ance of the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment by scheduling an open house 
at the police station, 11165 Olive 
Street, on June 18, 1982, from 4 to 9 
p.m. 

“You are cordially invited to 
attend and witness First hand our 
new department, its personnel, and 
equipment. 

“Your presence at our 
anniversary celebration is impor- 
tant to us.”

suspects 

arrested 

Huron Township police arrested 
four Detroit men during the Memo- 
rial Day weekend and charged 
them with breaking and entering an 
occupied dwelling. 

The four: Ronald Peltier, 20, and 
his brother, Kenneth, 19. along with 
Kevin Hill. 20. and George Hunter 
— — all of Detroit — were 

arraigned in an out-c unty cour- 
troom and stood mute when 
charged. The four suspects were re- 
manded to Wayne County Jail in 
lieu of $20,000 cash bond. 

Huron police were dispatched to a 
dwelling on Evans Street on a call of 
a “suspicious car in the area.” 
When officers arrived, they found 
one of the defendants in the vehicle 
and, when questioned, the defen- 
dant couldn’t produce any identi- 
fication. 

“Our officers then heard a noise 
and a crash from the rear of the 
dwelling, and investigated,” said 
Huron Police Chief Joe Carney. 
“They saw some youths running 
from the building.” 

Back-up squads from Romulus 
and the Metro Park Police also 
rushed to the scene and the chase 
began. 

Chief Carney said one of the de- 
fendants was found in a ditch on Sib- 
ley Rd. near 1-275, while the other 
two suspects were tracked down in 
a wooded area by a police dog. 

Police recovered some of the re- 
ported stolen goods and also confis- 
cated a revolver. A rifle, TV set and 
other miscellaneous items were 
allegedly taken from the house dur- 
ing the break-in. Police Chief Car- 
ney revealed. 

“Although no shots were fired,” 
Carney said, “One of the suspects 
told us that they debated on whether 
or not to shoot our officers.” 

Chief Carney pointed out that 
Huron officers George Allen. John 
Maier and Andrew Morelli took 
part in the arrests. 

“They did an excellent job,” Car- 
ney said. “We re all happy that this 
ended the way it did.”

Although the city’s two repre- 
sentatives to the Peoples’ Commun- 
ity Hospital Authority — Carl Mor- 
ris and Ed Bizek may have won a 
battle, they lost the war with City 
Council last Tuesday.

Simonds — Joyce Simonds. of

Battle of Potholes 


Wayne County losing war? 


Few problems are more irritating to drivers 
than potholes and road construction. Ironic as 
that may seem, there is probably no one among 
us who enjoys driving their car on a road that is 
punctuated with the ruts and potholes that are 
caused by a typical Michigan winter. 

In the hot, dusty months of summer when road 
construction is in full swing, motorists are once 
again driven to their limit by delayed trips home 
from work and rerouting often forced by linger- 
ing road construction, and repair activities. 

For those of us who live in Wayne County this 
could be the year that ultimately tests our pati- 
ence. There are fewer dollars available this 
year for road repair than at any time in recent 
history. So in many cases we may hayg'tc 
itu uieTu Stmd tne^otitbTSs iuu 0 v nan usual . 

On the other hand, many of us arc 3ing incon- 
venienced by the construction along Ford Road 
between the 1-275 interchange and Venoy Road. 
Not only is the lengfhy construction project an 
inconvenience, but it has also become a subject 
of concern among taxpayers. 

Many people are curious why millio/is of dol- 
lars can be spent on new construction when 
many of the roads in Wayne County and the 
state, remain in disrepair. 

It is important to renjember that roads are not 


left in disrepair intentionally and that new road 
construction is not started without a great deal 
of planning and consideration on the need for 
improvement. The Ford Road project provides 
us with an excellent example of the latter. 

For years, traffic along Ford Road has been 
increasing. In part, the traffic has increased 
because of the growth in residential areas that 
are served by Ford Road. Starting at Wyoming 
Avenue in Detroit, the road provides a direct 
route to a number of suburban areas such as 
Westland, Garden City and Canton Township. 

Obviously, the capacity of Ford road to handle 
increasing volumes of traffic has not kept pace 
commercial and residential development, 
portions of the roadway have been im- 
mpi ° i at various stages Jhe.,segrnenf 'est- 
lan< 5L-b€eh negfecteS.^In 1979, the avenge 
uaiiy traffic count along Ford Road ws esti- 
mated at 19,500 cars near the 1-275 interchange 
and 49,000 cars near Venoy Road. By 1997 those 
figures are expected to jump to 52,700 and 68,800 
respectively. 

After years of planning and study, the State of 
Michigan, in cooperation with the federal gov- 
ernment, decided to improve Ford Road. The $9 
million project includes widening 3.8 miles of

Ford Road to five. 12-foot lanes with the addition 
of right turn lanes at all major intersections. It 
includes the construction of a three-span bridge 
to carry Ford Road over the C & O Railroad 
tracks and also includes two paved bicycle paths 
along both sides of the roadway. 

Approximately 77 percent of the total project 
cost is being paid by the federal government 
with 23 percent coming from the State Trunkline 
Fund . There is some local participation in fund- 
ing. It is important to note that a percentage of 
our gas and weight taxes are placed in the fund 
which is earmarked for roads and highways. At 
no time can those monies, which are in short 
supply, be used for any other purpose than to 
maintain a safe, quality road system. 

The issue of finding additional monies for 
roads and highways is currently before the 
Legislature. Fuel and weight taxes have been 
sustanatially reduced because of lighter weight 
cars and motorists who are driving fewer miles. 
Contributing to the problem are the inflationary 
increases inthe cost of building and maintaining 
roadways. Not only must we decide how to raise 
additional dollars for transportation, but we 
must decide how those monies will be spent 
Among our considerations must be road con- 
struction. road maintenance and public trans- 
portation 

The Ford Road project has been under consid- 
eration for many years and was a high priority 
among state and local officials With so many 
projects pending, the people of Wayne County 
can rest assured that qnly those projects that 
are critical are being undertaken in this time of 
financial constraints Once completed, the pro- 
ject will serve as a testimony to the millions of 
dollars Wayne County residents have paid in

Last time 1 talked about the bees, 
but this time I’m not going to talk 
about the birds. Instead, I’m going 
to talk about the pits — the apricot 
pits that is. 

Now I’m sure you are all familiar 
with the North American apricot, a 
plum-sized, apricot flavored fruit 
that grows on trees, just like the 
way my wife thinks money does. 

For years the lowly apricot en- 
joyed the dubious distinction of 
being the redolent fruit suited main- 
ly to the production of homemade 
jams and jellies. Of course, it never 
reached nursery rhyme status. Af- 
ter all, its rather cumbersome to 
say that little Jack Horner stuck in 


his thumb and pulled out an apricot.

CETA jobs 
available to 
local teens 

The Wayne County Cooperative Extension 
Service is currently recruiting additional 
trainees for its Extension Horticulture Work/ 
Study Program. The training program, funded 
through a CETA grant from the Wayne County 
Employment and Training Administration, is 
available for 16-19 year old youth. 

Applicants must be residents of western 
Wayne County, excluding Dearborn and Livo- 
nia, and be able to meet certain income eligibil- 
ity requirements. According to Program Mana- 
ger Gary Greenwell, preference will be given to 
minorities such as females, blacks, dropouts, 
and the handicapped. 

Through the program, which pays teens $3.50 
per hour, the young people will receive training 
in horticulture vocational skills, employability 
skills, foundation and survival skills, and par- 
ticipate in personal and group counseling. 

The youths also will be involved in horticul- 
ture-related work experience. They will be re- 
sponsible for maintaining the greenhouses and 
grounds of the 26-acre Extension and Education 
Center on Venoy Road near Van Born in Wayne.

Lack of trying isn ’t reason 


for no property tax relief

Why hasn ’t the State of Michigan offered residents 
some form of property tax relief? 

According to Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust of Westland, it isn’t due to a “lack of trying.;’ 
In fact, four times in the last two years, state resi- 
dents have voted on property tax relief measures 
only to turn them down overwhelmingly. > 

As Faust sees it, property tax fairness and proper- 
ty tax equity is like beauty ; it’s in the eye of the 
beholder, and with some 1 ,700.000 voters in the state, 
there are 1.700,000 versions of fairness.” 

While tax weary residents in the state are seeking 
property tax relief, the 16-year veteran of the State 
Legislature believes it is unfair to blame property 
taxes on state government, especially since that 
money is collected and utilized by local government. 

“It is unfair to blame the state for the increases in 
property taxes,” Faust told members of the West- 
land Chamber of Commerce Tuesday, “when that 
money is collected and spent locally. The responsi- 
bility for it lays with you and I and local govern- 
ment.” 

Michigan residents might feel overtaxed, but

according to the lawmaker. Michigan has the 
largest property tax rebate program in the nation, 
with some $450 million return to taxpayers through 
tax refunds In fact, tax refunds this year average 
$300 per person, with 90 percent of that due to the 
state’s property tax credit. 

Faust also pointed that Michigan taxpayers rank 
20th among states based on the percentage of their 
income that goes for taxes. 

The State Legislature did attempt to expand the 
property tax credit program in the state last year, 
however, that measure was vetoed by Gov. William 
Milliken. 

Admittedly, the drive in the legislature for proper- 
ty tax relief has slowed because of work on worker s 
compensation reform, the state’s growing unem- 
ployment insurance debt with the federal govern- 
ment and the battle of the budget. In fact, the senator 
said, the state’s fiscal crisis has made it impossible 
to implement property tax relief that would include 
state participation. 

However, residents should not perceive the legisl- 
ature as not doing anything about taxes property. 
Faust said that a bill, already approved by the Sen- 
ate, is under consideration in the House that would 
freeze State Equalization Valuations (SEVs) for 
1982 at 1981 levels. That freeze, however, he termed 
as “temporary at best.” 

The legislature has consider a “front loader” tax 
credit program, in which residents would subtract 
the amount of their property tax rebate directly 
from their tax bill, rather than paying first and then 
waiting for a refund from the state. 

Faust pointed out that the State Legislature has 


approved measures, which put the responsibility 
directly on local government for the increases in 
taxes . the two acts — Truth in Taxation and Truth in 
Assessment — require public hearings and a vote of 
the council to accept the increase in tax revenue due 
to inflation and to rollup millage to utilize the in- 
crease in the State Equalized Valuation. 

Faust termed the acts “good ideas, but not the 
final solution to offering property tax relief’ and 
pointed to the proposal of State Rep. Roy Smith of 
Ypsilanti, who is seeking a state-wide referendum 
vote on increasing the state sales tax by one cent, 
with the new revenue programmed for education 
and property tax rebates. 

Faust said he will push for the proposal to be on the 
general election ballot in November and will active- 
ly support the measure. Especially in light of the 
fact that 25 percent of the state’s sales tax revenue is 
generated by tourists from out of state and because 
the tax has been removed from the purchase of food 
and drugs. 

Faust also would like to see a greater cooperation 
between local municipalities, a form of regional 
cooperation to provide services, such as public safe- 
ty and mass transit, that will be less costly and “will 
benefit all.” 

“There isn’t any happy ending,” he added. “We re 
still struggling to find the answers. However, we 
know we will achieve our goal of property tax relief, 
because we know there is no such thing as a fair tax 
or an equitable tax. 

“Property tax isn’t based on the ability to pay, and 
that’ why it is resented, and maybe that resentment 
will help us find an answer.”

DetRo’s petitions 
should be probed 

If DetRo Recovery officials were attempting to use petitions 
as a jackhammer to subdue Romulus City Council into granting 
them permission to construct a fertilizer plant in that city, the 
hammer stuck right back at them last week. 

Residents were “outraged" when they discovered that their 
names were included on DetRo petitions to council . . signatures 
they say were forged. 

The petitions contained numerous signatures of teen-agers, 
non-residents and “reeked of fraud," according to persons who 
appeared last week before council. The petition had urged coun- 
cil to “discontinue all legal action in opposition to DetRo Recov- 
ery Products ...” 

Instead, it appears that there is more legal action by council 
pending. Council has asked a “full-scale investigation in the 
matter" because residents categorically deny that they had ever 
signed the petitions and insist instead that their names were 
illegally placed on the sheets. 

In fact, one councilman who has opposed the sludge plant’s 
project from the beginning discovered that his wife’s name was 
on one of the petitions. 

Council members have pointed out that “these forged signa- 
tures were not the work of some teenager, but someone (or were 
the work Of more than one person) who knew that the names of 
such prominent people would draw attention.” 

Why? 

Council is asking the Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office to step 
in and investigate. 

We applaud that decision. 

Flip of the coin 
is just not right 

As the rains fell incessantly yesterday one had to have sym- 
pathy for the scores of high school baseball teams and coaches in 
the area and across the state whose chances for a district playoff 
berth would be decided by a “flip of a coin”. 

That’s the method the Michigan High School Athletic 
Association — the august body that runs high school sports and 
athletics in this state — utilizes when two teams are not able to 
play because of inclement weather during the pre-district round 
Most teams were scheduled to play on Friday to determine 
which would advance into the district. However, rains cancelled 
almost all local games. 

Rains on Tuesday meant that the “flip-of-coin" rule would be 
put into effect. 

It means, moreover, that all the work and sweat coaches and 
players have put into an already abbreviated season (due to 
inclement weather) can end by the flip of the coin.

The ’why’ of tax hike 


Recently Robert Brueck of Romulus spoke out 
on the increase in state taxes. Here is a reply by 
William Faust, Senate Majority Leader. 

Dear Mr. Brueck: 

Thank you for your recent letter expressing 
your opposition to an increase in st^te taxes. I 
particularly appreciate hearing from someone 
who takes an active interest in state govern- 
ment. 

First, let me assure you the state has, and is 
continuing to. drastically cut expenses. At a 
time when no other state in the country has de- 
creased its operating budget, the Michigan 
legislature, over the past three fiscal years, has 
approved budget cuts totalling nearly one billion 
dollars. 

At the same time. Michigan is one of the few 
states in the country which has not raised taxes 
in an attempt to combat the effects of inflation 
and a sagging economy. More than 40 states 
have 

Secondly, in the current fiscal year, it is esti- 
mated the budget is nearly $600 million out of 
balance This tremendous deficit necessitates 
further cuts, seriously jeopardizing the most vit- 
al state services The governor has proposed a 


plan to balance the budget, which includes the 
largest single budget cut in history, wage con- 
cessions by state employees, and a one percent 
increase in the income tax, ending September 
30th. Clearly, the magnitude of the past three 
years’ state budget reductions has already im- 
pacted on every aspect of state government, and 
will continue to do so. 

If the increase is approved, the average 
household in my district will pay an additional 
$60 00 in taxes during this year If the tax is not 
approved, and the state’s credit rating is down- 
graded. all levels of government, including 
municipalities, schools, and colleges, will be 
adversely affected. This could cost the average 
household in my district at least three times that 
amount.

Harry Stearnes accused this news- 
paper of being as cold as an eel when 
it comes to coverage for the 
announced Republican candidate 
seeking the W ay ne County Executive 
Office. After all, he points out, there 
has been coverage of the Democrats 
— McNamara, Lucas, Mertel — who 
covet the job. 

The Wayne-raised, Westland resi- 
dent snickers at the Dems’ chances 
of winning what some experts label 
as the third most powerful elected 
position in the state. And for good 
reason. The county has voted Demo- 
cratic for decades. 

Stearnes is the only announced Re- 
publican candidate for the job. And. 
the ex-Associated Newspapers’ man- 
aging editor (circa 1947-48) and first 
editor of the Ledger Star, says that 
he can win it all come November. 

“I feel that people are going to be 
disappointed in the Democratic 
nomination and I think the eventual 
winner will not be considered enough 
of a good administrator in the long 
run, so most of the electorate will ral- 
ly to the Republican Party’s candi- 
date in November. 

“And I feel that I will have an ex- 
cellent shot at being my party’s 
choice,” he boasted. 

Stearnes knows county govern- 
ment. He has been a county public 
information officer for the past nine 
years, and, as such, sits in on and 
listens to all of the Board of Commis- 
sioners’ debates and decisions and 
then puts the dialogue into digestable 
form and either mails or drops off the 
releases to the media. 

Okay, then let’s elect him as the in- 
augural county executive. How, 
then , Mr . Stearnes will you erase this 
county’s huge $16.5-million deficit. 

“Actually the deficit is $11.7 mil- 
lion,” Stearnes replied, “and the 
majority of that is the result of the 
state withholding revenue sharing 
funds, the deferrment of $4 million 
worth of Medicaid payments and 
charging the county something like 
$5 million for its share of Foster Care 
and other social programs." 

“A lot of that,” Stearnes con- 
tinued, “can be reduced in the audit- 
ing department, giving the hospital 
(Wayne County General) autonomy, 
decentralization of the purchasing 
department and allowing the sher- 
iff’s department to expand and sell 
services to outlying communities.” 

“These are only a few things that 
we can do to reduce that deficit.” 

At 58, Stearnes is making his first 
run at an elected office. He said sit- 
ting on the sidelines during the 
many, many political campaigns of 
the past has convinced him that 
newspaper people can do the job be- 
cause ‘ they can remain objective be- 
cause of their training while newly 
elected people always have the hand- 
icap and past debts to pay to those 
who put them into office.” 

That brought up the subject of 
‘Who will finance what some consid- 
er to be more than a $500,000 cam- 
paign?’ if you want to be in the run- 
ning. 

“I’m digging into our savings,” 
Stearnes said. “I'm an independent, 
but I feel I have adequate personal 
funds to see me through. How can 
you be your own man if you have peo- 
ple putting money up for you?” 

How does he see the Board of Com- 
missioners and, if elected, would he 
be able to work with the new bunch? 

“I expect only seven of the original 
commissioners back in January be- 
cause most of them are either retir- 
ing, seeking other offices or left with- 
out districts. The majority of the 
commissioners will be new, and 
hopefully from this new breed we will 
be able to resolve the problems that 
have been plaguing this county for 
decades.” 

. Oh. yes. let’s not forget — Stearnes 
is married and he and his wife of 34 
years have three children who are 
out campaigning for “the first CEO 
of Wayne County.” 

However, Stearnes may have one 
major problem.

Bartell replies 
to critic 

EDITOR — Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Rafalski expressed some 
concerns about the Van Buren 
Township police department and 
our involvement, in your news- 
papers, here is our reply to that 
letter. 

Dear Mr. and Mrs. Rafalski: 

Your most recent letter of May 
4, 1982, was read with great in- 
terest. First, you are to be con- 
gratulated on your interest in the 
well-being of Van Buren 
Township. We too often experi- 
ence a lack of community in- 
terest and pride. Second, I’d like 
to take a few moments of your 
time to clarify and explain our 
involvement with your Township 
Police Department. 

As you probably well know, # 
some months ago the Trustees of 
the Township employed a Police 
Commander with the intent of 
taking another step toward de- 
veloping the Van Buren Police 
Department into a highly profes- 
sionalized public service. Due to 


a personal problem, the Police 
Commander could no longer 
maintain his new position and 
the position was subsequently 
abolished. The situation was in- 
deed unfortunate for all in- 
volved. As a result, the Trustees 
decided to use a professional law 
enforcement assessment 
approach to select an appropri- 
ate Chief of Police that could lead 
the Van Buren Police Depart- 
ment into its new phase of profes- 
sionalization. 

Not having the expertise to 
conduct an assessment process 
(even large cities don’t have the 
capability) they looked for a pro- 
fessional group to provide this 
service. Bartell & Bartell, Ltd., 
was contacted, a proposal was 
submitted and subsequently was 
hired to conduct the assessments 
(the search, screening, testing, 
background check and certifica- 
tion of the top candidates) of the 
police chief candidates. 

To insure that the right chief is 
selected, we conduct a review of 
the department — where it is in 
its development — the type of 
leadership style that would be 
the most effective, the service 
goals and objectives that the 
elected officials desire to have 
accomplished, etc. 

The findings of this review (not 
investigation as you suggest) re- 
sulted in the fact that the depart- 
ment is operating with much less 
efficiency than could be ex- 
pected. This does not suggest 
blame or reflect on the current 
administration. The department 
has lost a strong sense of direc- 
tion, the support systems have 
evolved (inefficiently) due to 
lack of proper design and the 
accountability to the elected offi- 
cials and local citizens is not con- 
sistent. Using an example — the 
department is like a car that is 
operating on only three of its six 


cylinders when it really needs an 
engine with eight cylinders 
working. Needless to say. this 
probably was not necessary in 
the past when the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department was active 
in road patrol and support, but 
such is not the case today. 

Please feel free to stop in the 
Township Building when I’m in 
the area to discuss any technical 
point you desire. Having worked 
with hundreds of communities, 
our experience tells us that any 
cost of our services to the 
Township will be replaced 
through better quality and grea- 
ter efficiency in its police ser- 
vices. less legal costs and grea- 
ter employee morale. The tax- 
payer will receive a department 
under the new design that will 
provide one of the highest levels 
of full service for the fewest tax 
dollars. I don’t say this idly, as I 
fully expect to have the depart- 
ment and its service efficiency 
written up nationally and may 
even appear on national televi- 
sion. 

The fact that you were part of 
the heritage of this department 
that is now embarking on its 
second major phase of develop- 
ment should make you proud. I 
commend you! If I can answer 
any further questions, please let 
me know.

Squeeze lives up to reputation 


SQUEEZE 

“Sweets From a Stranger” 
(A&M) 

Poor Squeeze. On one hand, 
songwriters-singers Chris 
Difford and Glenn Tilbrook 
have been favorably com- 
pared to no less a team than 
Lennon and McCartney. 

On the other hand, they're 
consistently tagged with a 
“too clever for their own 
good’’ label, which, in effect, 
means that they are too good 
for the masses. Even a letter 
perfect single like last year’s 
“Tempted” didn’t do much 
on the American charts. 

But times have changed. 
For some reason or another, 
good records are actually 
making it to the top of the U .S. 
charts. Joan Jett and the Go- 
Go’s, for example. And I 
think “Sweets From a Stran- 
ger” will bring Squeeze the 
popularity they deserve. 

It is their best album so far, 
and a logical extension of last 
year’s Elvis Costello pro- 
duced “Eastside Story.” 
Hooks are never in question, 
as Difford and Tilbrook write 
them with the best, but what 
puts “Stranger” a cut above 
their previous LP’s is con- 
sistency. Sure, there are 
some songs that are better 
than others, but those ones 
are GREAT, and even what 
would seem like filler here 
would be another band’s lead 
cut. 

Much of the material here 
is regarding relationships, 
either past, present, or fu- 
ture. Tilbrook’s and Difford’s 
wit lends itself well to this 
subject, and is found in near- 
ly every song. “Black Coffee 
In Bed” is a good case-in- 
point. 

It starts out like a typical, 



albeit profound, lost-love 
song. 

There’s a stain on my 
notebook 

Where your coffee cup was 

I was writing to tell you 

That my feeling tonight 
Are a stain on my notebook 

That rings your goodbye. 

Heh, heh. “Rings” your 
goodbye. 

“The Very First Dance” 
tells the story of a first sexual 
encounter, which just hap- 
pened to be with a stripper, 
while "When The Hangover 
Strikes" is exactly what it 
sounds like: “I turn on the tap 
but the water’s too loud”, etc. 

But I’ve saved the best for 
last. Side one opens with 
three consecutive knockouts, 
three of the best pop songs of 
the year: “Out Of Touch.” "I 
Can't Hold On," and Points 
Of View. ” 

“Out Of Touch. " like many 
of fellow popster Nick Lowe's 
tunes, wraps not-so-nice 


lyrics in a syruppy melody. 
You’ll be bopping to it, 
perhaps with your boyfriend 
or girlfriend long before you 
hear the what it’s all about. 

I won’t be in early 
I won’t be in late 
I won’t be in at all so don’t 
sit in and wait 
“I Can’t Hold On" isn't bit- 
ter. but it still doesn't work 
out, but the lines "I’m John 


Wayne as I ’m walking toward 
her” make it all worthwhile 
anyway. “Points Of View” 
may be the best number on 
the album, and will certainly 
be one (of the hopefully 
many) singles culled from 
the album .It’s great musical- 
ly, and of course, lyrically: 

She’s romantic and I’m 
selected 

Glances swapped and 
thoughts collected 
By her song 
It’s not her singing 
Words were few

So, in a nutshell, “Sweets 
From a Stranger” is a gem of 
an album, songs that aren't 
always that sweet, from a 
group that you shouldn't 
make a stranger of.

Dedicated worm 
fisherman must 
practice his sport

A dedicated worm 
fisherman is an artist. 
He practices his sport 
with the delicate skill 
of a concert pianist, 
relying upon finesse 
and knowledge to out- 
wit the fish. 

There is more to 
worm fishing than tos- 
sing a gob of them into 
the water on a hook. 

Having “con- 
ditioned” worms is 
vital Most worms are 
too soft to stay long on 
a hook if they’re taken 
directly from moist 
earth. The top anglers 
overcome this by 
“hardening” them for 
a couple of days prior 
to using them. 


Place the worms in 
a box of straw, saw- 
dust and dry earth. 
They’ll lose moisture, 
toughening the skin, 
making them more 
durable on a hook. 

There is no one best 
way to rig a worm. 
Each kind of fish and 
angling method calls 
for a particular tech- 
nique. 

When trolling or 
casting for walleye or 
black bass, insert the 
hook through the head 
or under the collar so it 
streams behind. This 
rig is enhanced by 
adding a large spinner 
and split shot ahead of 
the worm. 

Smallmouth bass 
and trout like a worm 
that floats and bumps 


along the bottom of a 
stream. Use two or 
three small worms, 
either head or collar 
hooked, and enough 
weight to put the bait 
down. 

A gob of worms wig- 
gling on a small treble 
hook fished on the bot- 
tom is a sure way to 
entice catfish. Place a 
Vtf-ounce slip sinker on 
the line above the hook 
and let the fish have 
slack line when it 
bites. 

Panfish like a bait 
that is suspended in 
the water. Loop the 
worm two or three 
times over the barb; 
it’s not necessary to 
hide the hook Fish 
this below a bobber.

Two famous race cars will join 
the Henry Ford Museum auto- 
mobile exhibit in time for Detroit’s 
First Grand Prix, June 4-6. 

The Lotus Ford, winner of the 
1965 Indianapolis 500, and the Ford 
GT Mark IV. winner of the 1967 24 
Hours of LeMans, will update an ex- 
hibit that includes racers from 1901 
to 1958. The museum acquired the 
GT in 1971 and the Lotus in 1977. 

In 1965 Jimmy Clark drove the 
Lotus Ford to victory at Indianapo- 
lis. This was the first time a rear- 
engined car and a V-8 engine had 
won the prestigious event. 

The Lotus Ford was the combined 
product of the Ford Motor Company 
and Lotus Cars Ltd . of London .Eng- 
land. Ford produced the V-8 engine 
for a car designed and built by 
Lotus. 

The car was developed to com- 
pete against roadsters powered by 
Offenhauser engines, long time 


leaders in Indianapolis racing. Two 
Ford Lotuses competed in the 1963 
Indy 500, one raced by Dan Gurney 
finished seventh and the other 
driven by Clark finished second 
The car was slightly modiFied for 
the successful 1965 race. 

The Ford GT Mark IV was de- 
signed and built by Ford Motor 
Company. A.J. Foyt and Dan Gur- 
ney won the 24 Hours of LeMans on 
June 10-11, 1967. During the race a 
new lap record of 3 minutes 23 
seconds was established, as well as 
a record overall race average of 
135.48 miles an hour. 

These race cars are part of an ex- 
hibit featuring over 180 automobiles 
built from 1865 to the 1960’s. The col- 
lection includes noted endurance 
cars, luxury passenger cars, cars of 
noted Americans and common pas- 
senger cars showing the progress of 
the automobile.

The turnout was sparse for a spe- 
cial public hearing on Mayor 
Charles Pickering’s 1982-83 budget, 
but those in attendance were vocal 
about which city services they con- 
sider uncuttable. 

The public hearing, held Monday 
evening, was called by the City 
Council to garner citizen input on 
the proposed budget, and what the 
council heard was that police and 
fire services should not be cut, even 
through not filling current vacan- 
cies. 

The more than $19 million pro- 
posed budget . presented to council in 
April, proposes to capture a portion 
of the millage rollup the city is 


allowed to generate enough new re- 
venue to keep the city on even keel 
and erase a heavy dose of red ink. 

However, the council Monday re- 
ceived a communication from Fi- 
nance Director Larry Williams in- 
dicating that due to final State 
Equalized Valuation (SEV) fi- 
gures, the third quarter projection 
of the current budget “and other 
factors” the proposed budget has 
been adjusted to raise the millage to 
7.63 mills, a .13 mill increase over 
what had been proposed. 

According to Williams, the in- 
crease in millage will allow the city 
to collect the same amount of new 
revenue as it would have at 7.5 
mills, since the city SEV overall 


was lowered by some $11 million to 
$647 million. 

Taxes will comprise some 61 per*, 
cent of the revenue coming into the 
city in the new fiscal year, with: 
state shared revenues making up 28’ 
percent and the remainder from 
federal shared revenue, interest in- 
come and other local revenue 
sources. 

Of the more than $19 million 
budget, 61 percent or about $11 mil- 
lion . goes for personnel and some 24 
percent for services and charges. In 
the proposed budget, capital out- 
lays— the purchase of such items as 
vehicles— is a minimal $31,000, 
according to Williams.

FIREWORKS ORDINANCE 
CHAPTER 710 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE STORAGE. HANDLING. AND USE 
OF FLAMMABLE OR EXPLOSIVE SUBSTANCES FOR DISPLAY PUR- 
POSES AND USE OR OCCUPANCY OF BUILDINGS OR PREMISES IN 
CONNECTION THEREWITH AND ADOPTING A FIRE PREVENTION 
CODE PRESCRIBING REGULATIONS GOVERNING CONDITIONS 
HAZARDOUS TO LIFE AND PROPERTY FROM FIREWORKS AND/OR 
EXPLOSIVES. 

710.101 DEFINITION: FIREWORKS Fireworks” shall be used to mean a 
device made from explosive or flammable compositions used primarily for 
the purpose of producing a visible display or audible effect, or both, by 
combustion, deflagration, or detonation. Fireworks includes Class B fire- 
works and Class C fireworks as defined by State Law. 

710 200 GENERAL REGULATIONS. 

710.201 It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, association, partnership or 
corporation to possess, store, offer for sale, expose for sale, sell at retail, or 
use or explode any fireworks proscribed by Public Act (1978) No. 258, as 
amended. 

710.202 Every such officially sanctioned display shall be handled by a com- 
petent operator approved by the fire or police official of the jurisdiction, and 
shall be of such a character and so located, discharged, or fired, so in the 
opinion of the fire official, it shall not be hazardous to property or endanger 
any person. 

710.203 The manufacture of fireworks within the City is prohibited, unless 
licensed under Title 27. Article 181 of USC. 

710.204 The Fire, or Police Department shall have the right to be present at 
the firing of any permitted public displays of fireworks, and shall have the 
right to cause the same to be stopped unless it is conducted in strict accord- 
ance with the qualifying statements made in the application and so as not be 
hazardous to property or endanger any person 

710.205 No person conducting a public display shall ignite, explode, project, 
or otherwise make use of any fireworks in or on any street, alley, highway, or 
other public place or property within the City without a permit therefore, nor 
shall any such person permit such fireworks to be projected over or onto the 
property of another person without the consent of the person having control of 
such property, nor shall any person ignite, explode, project, or otherwise 
make use of any fireworks within Two Hundred (200) Feet of any dwelling or 
other structure wherein persons reside 

710 300 PERMIT REQUIRED: A permit shall be obtained from the City 
Council on forms supplied by the Department of State Police for the display 
and or discharge of fireworks as allowed under this Ordinance 

710.301 PERMIT APPLICATION: Application for permits for public dis- 
plays of fireworks, pyro-technics. or other explosives of like character, shall 
be made in writing at least fifteen (15) days in advance of the date ol the 
display or discharge of fireworks. The possession, use and distribution ol 
approved fireworks for such display shall be lawful under the terms and 
conditions approved with the permit and for that purpose only.

He shall also examine into the kind and 
character of the fireworks proposed to be used in the display If he shall 
ascertain that the proposed display is to be given in a proper place by a

CHAPTER 1800 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE PROTECTION OF THE AIR. 
WATER . AND OTHER NATURAL RESOURCES AND THE PUBLIC TRUST 
THEREOF IN THE CITY OF ROMULUS. 

THIS ORDINANCE SHALL BE KNOWN AS THE ROMULUS ENVIRON 
MENTAL HEALTH ORDINANCE THE PURPOSE OF WHICH SHALL BE 
TO SUPPLEMENT SITE PLAN REVIEW AND TO PROVIDE A METHOD 
FOR SCREENING SITE PLANS TO INSURE COMPLIANCE WITH EN 
VIRONMENTAL STANDARDS 
THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

1800-100 DEFINITIONS: For purposes of this Ordinance the following shall 
mean: 

1800-101 “BOARD’' means the Romulus Environmental Protection Board. 
1800-102 “CERTIFICATE OF DISPOSAL” means a form provided by the 
Environmental Protection Board used to certify that a hazardous waste has 
been treated, or disposed of, pursuant to the requirements of this Ordinance. 
1800-103 “CITY” means the City of Romulus. 

1800-104 “DISPOSAL” means the incineration, long term storage, treat- 
ment. or the discharge, deposit, injection, dumping, spilling, leaking, or 
placing of a hazardous waste into or on land, or water, in a manner that the 
hazardous waste or a constituent of the hazardous waste enters the en- 
vironment. is emitted into the air, or is discharged into water, including 
groundwater. 

1800-105 “DISPOSAL FACILITY” means the location, equipment, or facil- 
ity where hazardous wastes are disposed of. including a disposal facility 
associated with, within, or adjacent to facilities generating the waste. 

1800-106 “ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION BOARD” means the Board 
created by this Ordinance to identify, study, and regulate environmental 
concerns, which shall consist of the Chairman, and the members, of the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, which shall act in this instance as an administrative 
board of first resort. 

1800-107 “FAILURE MODE ASSESSMENT” means an analysis of the 
potential major methods by which safe handling of hazardous wastes may fail 
at a disposal facility. 

1800-108 “HAZARDOUS MATERIAL” shall be determined by standards set 
and/or approved by the Environmental Protection Agency, Department of 
Natural Resources, or Romulus Environmental Protection Board 
1800-109 “HAZARDOUS MATERIAL MANAGEMENT” means the sys- 
tematic control of the collection, source separation, storage, transportation, 
treatment, recovery, recycling, and disposal of hazardous materials. 

1800-110 “STORAGE” means the containment of hazardous waste for a 
period of at least thirty (30) days. 

1800-111 “MANIFEST” means the form provided by the Board used for 
identifying the quantity, composition, origin, routing, and destination of 
hazardous materials during its transportation from the point of generation to 
the point of disposal, treatment, or storage. 

1800-112 “MAIFEST SYSTEM” means the system provided by the Board 
used for identifying the quantity, composition, origin, routing, and destina- 
tion of hazardous materials during its transportation from the point of genera- 
tion to the point of disposal, treatment, or storage 
1800-113 * ‘ON SITE ' ’ means on the same or geographically contiguous prop- 
erty . Two (2) or more pieces of property which are geographically contiguous 
and are divided by a public or private right of way are considered a single site 
1800-114 “OPERATOR” means the person operating a disposal facility with 
approval of the director either by contract or license 
1800-115 “PERSON” means an individual, sole proprietorship, partnership, 
association, or corporation ; the state ; an agency or department of the state : 
or a municipality or county of the state 
1800-116 “PLAN” means the state hazardous material management plan 
prepared under this Ordinance 

1800-117 “RULE” means a rule promulgated by the Board pursuant to Act 
No. 306 of the Public Acts of 1969, as amended, being Section 24 201 to 24.315 of 
the Michigan Compiled Laws 

1800-118 “TREATMENT” means a method, technique, or process, includ 
ing neutralization, designed to change the physical, chemical, or biological 
character or composition of hazardous waste, so as to neutralize the waste or 
so as to render the waste nonhazardous, safer for transport, amenable to 
recovery, amenable to storage, or reduced in volume 
1800-200 DISPOSAL. STORAGE, OR TRANSPORT OF HAZARDOUS 
WASTE. COMPLIANCE WITH ORDINANCE After the effective date of this 
Ordinance, a person shall not dispose, store, or transport hazardous material 
in the City of Romulus without complying with this Ordinance 
1800-300 METHODS OF HAZARDOUS MATERIAL MANAGEMENT, 
ASSISTANCE BOARD The Board, in the conduct of their duties as pre- 
scribed under this Ordinance, shall assist in encouraging, developing, and 
implementing methods of hazardous material management which are en- 
vironmentally sound, which maximize the utilization of valuable resources, 
and which encourages resource conservation, including source separation 
and waste reduction, and which are consistent with the plan provided pur- 
suant to this Ordinance 

1800-400 CONFLICTING PROVISIONS The provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be read, wherever possible, as compatible with all existing state and 
federal law Wherever a conflict does exist that meaning should be given to 
the terms of this Ordinance as best will supplement and aid in the furtherance 
of these acts 

1800-500 OBJECTIVES, PROCEDURES OF ENVIRONMENTAL PRO- 
TECTION BOARD: The Environmental Protection Board shall be cstab- 
lished in order to 

(a) Review all site plans where hazardous materials are in any way in 
volved to determine if the proposed action complies with all applicable 
environmental regulations 

(b) Coordinate the development of an environmental plan 

(c) Conduct hearings on the feasibility of proposed actions with regard to 
environmental standards 

(d) Insure compliance with Department of Natural Resources and En- 
vironmental Protection Agency requirements and protection of neigh- 


boring land uses. 

(e) Promulgate standards and rules. 

(f) Identify sensitive areas within the City such as ground water, proximity 
of other uses, wind direction, and other significant environmental fac- 
tors. 

(g) Coordinate w'ith City Police, Fire, Ambulance, and other emergency 
facilities. 

(h) Review' emergency procedures. 

(i) Restrict dangerous practices. 

(j) Review qualification of persons performing environmentally sensitive 
functions. 

(k) Notify local, state, or federal boards, commissions, and agencies that 
have responsibility for air. land, or water management, describing the 
proposed action or use. 

(l) Coordinate and review ail permits necessary' from departments and 
agencies to construct a proposed facility. 

( m ) Deliberate on the risk and impact of proposed facilities on the environ- 
ment and recommend alternatives by which the impact can be re- 
duced. 

(n) Determine impact on the municipality of proposed facilities in terms of 
health, safety, cost and consistency thereof with local planning and 
existing development 

(o) Assess the probable environmental impact, including the specification 
of the predictable adverse effects on: 

(1) The natural environment and ecology. 

(2) Public health and safety. 

(3) Scenic, historic, cultural, and recreational value 

(4) Water and air quality and wildlife. 

(p) Evaluate the masures to mitigate adverse effects 

1800-600 HAZARDOUS MATERIAL SITE PLAN REVIEW All site plans 
within the City, prior to being submitted to the Planning Commission for site 
plan review, shall be screened by the Building Department for use of hazar- 
dous materials and significant environmental impact Whenever a hazardous 
substance is to be used . stored . or shipped to or from a site at which a site plan 
approval is sought, or an environmentally sensitive operation is to be con 
ducted, application shall be submitted to the Environmental Protection
